111 ( V. 1 :2) Lord: The actual word used in the Qur'an is Rahb. There is no proper equivalent 
for Rahb in the English language. It means the One and the Only Lord for all the universe, 
its Creator, Owner, Organizer, Provider, Master. Planner, Sustaincr, Cherisher, and Giver 
of security. Rabh is also one of the Names of Allah. 

We have used the word “Lord” as the nearest lo Rahb. All occurrences of “Lord’’ in the 
interpretation of the meanings of the Noble Qur’an actually mean Rahb and should he 
understood as such. 

1-1 (V.l:2) Narrated Abu Sa’Td bin Al-Mu'alla: While 1 was praying in the mosque, Allah's 
Messenger called me but 1 did not respond to him. Later I said. “O Allah's Messenger. I 
was praying." He said, “Didn’t Allah say. ‘Answer Allah (by obeying Him) and His 
Messenger when he {*£) calls you.'” (V.8:24). 

He then said to me, “I will teach you a Surah which is the greatest Surah in the Qur'an, 
before you leave the mosque." Then he got hold of my hand, and when he intended to 
leave (the mosque), I said to him, "Didn't you say to me, ‘I will teach you a Surah which is 
the greatest Surah in the Qur'an.'?" He said, "Al-Hanuht Ulldhi Rabbit- 'alamin [i.e. all 
praise and thanks are Allah's, the Lord of the 'Alamin (mankind, jinn and all that exists)|, 
Surat Al-Fatihah which is As- Sab' Al-Mathani (i.e. the seven repeatedly recited Verses) and 
the Grand Qur’an which has been given to me." [Sahih Al- Bukhari, 6/4474 (O.P.l)]. 

131 (V. 1:6) Guidance is of two kinds: 

a) Guidance of Tattfiq which is totally from Allah, i.e. Allah opens one’s heart to receive 
the truth (from disbelief to belief in Islamic Monotheism). 

h) Guidance of Irsh&d through preaching by Allah's Messengers and pious preachers who 
preach the truth, i.e. Islamic Monotheism.

^ (V.l:7) Narration about Zaid bin ‘Amr bin Nufail, 

Narrated 'Abdullah bin ‘Umar v : The Prophet m met Zaid bin ‘Amr bin Nufail in the 
bottom of (the valley of) Baldah before the descent of any Divine revelation to the Prophet 
Sfe. A meal was presented to the Prophet but he refused to eat from it, (Then it was 
presented to Zaid) who said, "l do not eat anything which you slaughter on your Nusuh* in 
the name of your idols. 1 eat only those (animals) on which Allah’s Name has been 
mentioned at the time of (their) slaughtering,” Zaid bin ‘Amr used to criticise the way 
Quraish used to slaughter their animals and used to say, “Allah has created the sheep and 
He has sent the water for it from the sky, and He has grown the grass for it from the earth; 
yet you slaughter it in others than the Name of Allah." He used to say so, for he rejected 
that practice and considered it as something abominable,

* Nusuh: Stone alters whereon sacrifices were offered in the name of idols and others to 
expect some benefit from them. 

Narrated lbn ‘Umar Zaid bin ‘Amr bin Nufail went to Sham (the region comprising 
Syria, Lebanon, Palestine and Jordan), enquiring about a true religion to follow. He met a 
Jewish religious scholar and asked him about their religion. He said, l ‘l intend to embrace 
your religion, so tell me something about it.” The Jew said, “You will not embrace our 
religion unless you receive your share of Allah’s Anger," Zaid said, “I do not run except 
from Allah's Anger, and I will never bear a bit of it if 1 have the power to avoid it. Can you 
tell me of some other religion?” He said, "I do not know any other religion except ffantf 
(Islamic Monotheism).” Zaid enquired, "What is Haitff?” He said, "Hanif is the religion of 
(the Prophet) Abraham (jfeg£), he was neither a Jew nor a Christian, and he used to worship 
none but Allah [(Alone) — Islamic Monotheism]/’ Then Zaid went out and met a 
Christian religious scholar and told him the same (as before). The Christian said, “You will 
not embrace our religion unless you get a share of Allah’s Curse/' Zaid replied, “1 do not 
run except from Allah’s Curse, and I will never bear any of Allah’s Curse and His Anger if 
I have the power to avoid them. Will you tell me of some other religion?” He replied, “I 
do not know any other religion except Hantf (Islamic Monotheism)/' Zaid enquired, “What 
is Hantfr He replied Fianlf is the religion of (the Prophet) Abraham (3j@c) he was neither 
a Jew nor a Christian, (and he used to worship none but Allah [(Alone) — Islamic 
Monotheism]/' When Zaid heard their statement about (the religion of) Abraham, he left 
that place, and when he came out, he raised both his hands and said, ’ O Allah! I make 
You my Witness that 1 am on the religion of Abraham/’

Surat Al-Baqarah (The Cow) 2 

In the Name of Allah, 
the Most Gracious, the Most Merciful 

1 . A lif-Ldm-Mim. 

[These letters arc one of the miracles of the Qur'an and none hut Allah 
(Alone) knows their meanings.] 

2. This is the Book (the Qur'an), whereof there is no doubt, a guidance to 
those who are Al-Muttaqun [the pious believers of Islamic Monotheism who 
fear Allah much (abstain from all kinds of sins and evil deeds which He has 
forbidden) and love Allah much (perform all kinds of good deeds which He 
has ordained)]. 

3. Who believe in the Ghayb^^ and perform As -Salat (fqamatas-Saldt)}^ 
and spend out of what We have provided for them [i.e. give Zakdt}^ spend 
on themselves, their parents, their children, their wives, and also give charity 
to the poor and also in Allah’s Cause — Jihad]. 

4. And who believe in that (the Quran and the Sunnah)^ which has been 
sent down (revealed) to you (Muhammad ^ 5 ) and in that which was sent 
down before you [the Taurat (Torah) and the Injll (Gospel)] and they believe 
with certainty in the Hereafter. (Resurrection, recompense of their good and 
bad deeds. Paradise and Hell). 

5. They are on (true) guidance from their Lord, and they are the successful 

111 (V.2:3) Al-Ghaib: literally means a thing not seen, But this word includes vast meanings; 
Belief in Allah, Angels, Holy Books, Allah's Messengers, Day of Resurrection and Al-Qudur 
(Divine Preordainments). It also includes what Allah and His Messenger se informed about 
the knowledge of the matters of past, present, and future, o.g., news about the creation of 
the heavens and earth, botanical and zoological life, the news about the nations of the past, 
and about Paradise and Hell. 

(V.2:3) Perform As-Salat: The performance of Salat (prayers). It means that: 

a) Each and every Muslim, male or female, is obliged to offer his Salat (prayers) regularly 
five times a day at the specified times: the male in the mosque in congregation and as for 
the female it is better to offer them at home. As the Prophet 43 has said: "Order your 
children to perform Salat (prayers) at the age of seven and beat them (about it) at the age 
of ten.” The chief (of a family, town, tribe) and the Muslim rulers of a country are held 
responsible before Allah in case of non-fulfillment of this obligation by the Muslims under 
their authority. 

b) One must offer the Salat (prayers) as the Prophet m used to offer them with all their 
rules and regulations, i.e., standing, bowing, prostrating, sitting, as he sa has said: “Offer 
your Salat (prayers) the way you see me performing them.” [See Sahih Al- Bukhari, 1/631

^ (V.2:3) Zakat (obligatory charity): A certain fixed proportion of the wealth and of every 
kind of the property liable to Zakat of a Muslim to be paid yearly for the benefit of the poor in

6. Verily, those who disbelieve, it is the same to them whether you (O 
Muhammad jfe) warn them or do not warn them, they will not believe. 

7. Allah has set a seal on their hearts and on their hearing, (i.e. they are 
closed from accepting Allah's Guidance), and on their eyes there is a 
covering. Theirs will be a great torment. 

8. And of mankind, there are some (hypocrites) who say: “We believe in 
Allah and the Last Day,” while in fact they believe not. 

9. They (think to) deceive Allah and those who believe, while they only 
deceive themselves, and perceive (it) not! 

10. In their hearts is a disease (of doubt and hypocrisy) and Allah has 
increased their disease. A painful torment is theirs because they used to tell 
lies. 

11. And when it is said to them: “Make not mischief on the earth,” they say:

13. And when it is said to them (hypocrites): “Believe as the people 

(followers of Muhammad Ai- Ansar and Al-Muhajiriin ) have believed." 

they say: “Shall we believe as the fools have believed?” Verily, they are the 
fools, but they know not. 

14. And when they meet those who believe, they say: “We believe,” but 
when they arc alone with their Shayatm (devils — polytheists, hypocrites), 
they say: “Truly, we are with you; verily, we were but mocking.” 

15. Allah mocks at them and gives them increase in their wrong-doing to 
wander blindly. 

16. These are they who have purchased error for guidance, so their 
commerce was profitless. And they were not guided.
